2.5. Co-operatives National Law

26 February 2010. 


2.6. International Year of Co-operatives 

The UN has declared 2012 as the International Year of Co-operatives. On the 21 December 2009 CA 
wrote to the Minister for Foreign Affairs on IYC 2012 and a reply was received dated 25 February 2010 
from Bob McMullan, Parliamentary Secretary for International Development Assistance. 

It was noted that a key issue Dame Pauline Green and Trent Bartlett will push with Assistant Treasurer 
Senator Nick Sherry at Parliament House, Canberra on 1 5 March for government support and funding for 
International Year of Co-operatives in 2012. It was noted the Secretary would attend the lecture.
